a deadly weapon. It is not, iiKeiy,

iutimated, that liis political friends

rest. The lapse of years will interfere to the
benefit of the prisoner, for several persons
whose testimony before the grand jury made,
the indic?mcut nre dead; but it is s'ill be¬
lieved that a conviction can be gained.

.\ew Stale IK'pnrfiuem.
The new State Department is one of three

uniform buildings united by connecting
wings so as to form one magnificent super¬
structure, as large as the United States
Treasury Department, tiuer In its propor¬
tions, and more beuutiiul In its designs and
executions, th in any structure, public or pri¬
vate, on the American contineut. Its Ameri¬
can admirers claim lor it superiority over

any building in the world. It occupies the
square bounded on the north by Pennsylva¬
nia avenue, on the west by Seventeenth
street, and on the south and east by Execu¬
tive avenue. The spues covered by the en¬

tire structure is the same as that of the
Treasury Department. The entire length of
the building from north to south, when com-

pit te I, including pavilion-projections and
s!Ci».-, will be 007 feet, and from east to west
.112 ; eel. The building proper, exclusive of
projections, will he 471 feet north and south,
and 2o3 feet east and west.
The greale>t height from the terrace-level

over all is 128 fed. The entire structure
will present externally four fj£ ides. north,
south, east, aud west. The north and the
south fronts are counterparts of each other,
and form two separate and independent
buildings or pavilions. The south pavilion,
which is now nearly completed, will be oecu-

pi»-d bv the State Department, and the
north by the Navy Department. The cast and
west fay ides will" present the appearance of
a centre and two lateral wings. The east
aud west fronts of the cn're pavilion arc
also counterparts of each other, aud this pa¬
vilion will be occupied by the War Depart¬
ment. The centre is connected by two
wings with the north and south pavilions,
thus, as before Mated, uniting the whole into
one grand building.
These three pavilions and their connecting

wini:* enclose two hollow squares, thereby
giving to each separate buildiug and to every
ro>»ni in eaeh building ample light and air.
Into each of these two inner courts are two

private » nuances or carriage-ways, lour in
all. through the east and west elevations.
The lour fay ides are of equal importance

and are appropriately and harmoniously
broken up I y the pavilions and by project¬
ing particocs.
There are four grand entrances by the

north, south, ea>t, and west centres of the
pavilions; also, loll r uiore, only a little less
grand, to the east and we.-t ot the north and
>outh pavilions. All these, forming in all
eight entrances, are by massive li ghts of
sti ps through the projecting porticoes or co-
lonades.
The basement ,of the whole structure is

unitoriu'v two stories high, or a basement
and Mi'0-h.iH.-incut. Above this, in Uie pa¬
vilions nt the north and south fronts, are
four >t »ri(s and one in theioaf: over the
eist and wist, centii-pavilious, live stories
aud one in the roof.

Tlie order of architecture used in this de¬
nim i> from the ancient Koman boric, care¬
fully and oriijiually treated. All details have
Ueu most carefully and studiuu-ly adhered
to, all bii ptti linilies u! ornamentation have
been avoided, and tin; cffects gained have
been by circuit and original proportions and
liae woikmatiship.
The whole >tructure i> crowned with a

mansard root, or ro< >t'<, luu^uitieeot in pro¬
portions and mo-t graceful and i-legant in do-
t -u I. It is ditlk'iiit to comprehend the whole
magnitude aud beiuty ol this building froui
tin. .-mall portion now tinidicd.

in t he eonstmeti.in of the building the
basement, sub-basement, and the approaches
aretrom thequarries of the Boihv IIGranite
Company, ot liockland, Maine. The super¬
structure i> from the quarries of the Wcatham
(iranite Company, of Kiehmond, Va. The
large blocks lor the pl itforins to the porticoes
weigh upwards of 4'j.nOO pounds. All is
dre>sed in the respective quarries ready to
be set according to specifications.;
The whole con^t rueiiou is absolutely fire¬

proof and indestructible. The 11 tors are of
iron aud brick; the .Mansard roof is of iron
tilled in with cement aud covered with >hte,
and the interior liuish is of iron. Even where
there is lathing, that, too, is of corrugated
iron. There is no wood whatever u-ed in
the construction except for doors, aud win¬
dows, aud a portion of the flooring. The
south paviliou of the Stale Department is
almo>t ready for occupancy, and its interior
urraugemeut aud finish is fully in keeping
with the exterior.. Washington Republican.
True and False Asphalt Pavements..

To the Edi'or of the Tribune: smt,. 1 ob¬
served in a recent issue of the Tribune some
statements relative to asphalt pavements, and
was much pleased to see the intelligent and
reasonable view tuk-jn of the subject in your
article. The great drawback to the intro¬
duction of tbe pure asphalt pavement in this
country has been the use of numerous "con¬
cretes" which are callcd a»phaltura, but
which are asphalt only in nam°. * * * Tbe
asphalt pavements in Europe are now no
more of an experiment than the railroads in
that or in this country. ' 1 venture the asser¬
tion that there has never been a pure
asphalt roadway laid in this country that has
shown the least indications of failing after
live years of heavy wear. The so-called
asphalts made of coal-tar, pitch, rosin, s-\nd,
gravel, and other sub>tauces which do not
goiato the formitiou of a true asphalt pave¬
ment, have been failures. 1 trust the time is
not lar distant wheu the streets of Mew
York and other lirge cities of our country
will be paved with the true asphalt, aiul
tbeu the citizens will have the great benefit
of tlK'ir most frequented thoroughfares cov¬
ered with a smootn and durable pavement,
fr«e from noise at all times, from dust iu sum¬
mer and from mud in winter. J. B.

LOCAL MATTERS.
Interesting to the Votkr3 of Richmond.

The General Assembly passed an act amend¬
ing section 15 of chapter 7 of the Code so as
to read as follows:
" The Common Councilor Board of Trus¬

tees of each city and town having more than
5.000 inhabitants shall appoint tor each ward
as many voting«places or precincts as they
may deem necessary, and shall prescribe and
cause to be published the boundaries of such
voting-places or precincts; and no voter
shall cast his ballot save at the voting-place
ot the precinct wherein he lives: Provided,
however, That every person oll'ering to vote
shall have been a resident of the ward in
which he offers to vote for thirty days next
prccedine: any election at which he offers to
vote: Provided , Tbat when any voter re¬
moves from one ward to another within
thirty days of an election it shall be lawful
for him to vote in the ward from which
he removed until he has acquired the right

1 to vote in the ward to which he removes :

Provided, That in case of the lawful change
or rearrangement of wards it shall be the
duty of the registrar of eacii ward to trans¬
fer at once, and without application, every
voter to the ward in which be is placed or
thrown by such change or rearrangement of
ward*, and thencetorth such voter shall
vols in the ward into which he is so placed
or thrown without having resided therein
for thirty days."

The Fire-Fiend" to Hayjs a 2sew
Trial..The Supreme Court of Appeals,
through its president, Judge Moncure, yes¬
terday decided the case of Hillary 1'nge os.
The Commonwealth, Page was some weeks
ago tried upon an indictment charging him
in its first and,- second counts with burning
two houses, and in its third count with burn¬
ing a barn in which certain persons "usu¬
ally lodged," on the farm of Colouel Frauk
G. Ruftin. in Chesterfield county. He was
found guilty on the third count and sen¬
tenced to death. Appeal was taken to the
Supreme Court on the ground that the barn
in question was not a dwelling-house in con¬
templation of law, and therefore the sentence
of the Circuit Court of Chesterfield was er¬
roneous. The Supreme Court decided that
i'uge should have a new trial as asked upon
the third count, and should be acquitted on
the other two counts. The Circuit Court of
Ctiestcj field is, however, empowered to-enter

a nolle prosequi as to this third count, ar.d to
try the prisoner upon any indictment row

standing or which may hereafter be found
against him.

Tiie Broad-Street Cask. Decision or
the Supreme Court.. Iu the Supreme Court
of Appeals yesterday Judge Chiistiau de¬
livered the opinion of the majority of the
judges in the case of the Richmond, Fred-

e ricksbur;; acd Potomac Railroad Company
cs. The City of Richmond. The Court de¬
clared the ordinance of the City Council pro¬
hibiting the use of steam-engines on ISroad
street legal and valid, and said that it im¬
posed no hardship upon the company, nor
did it entitle it to claim from the city any
compensation as damages. The judgment of
the Circuit Court ot Richmond, imposing a
tine of 80OO tor a violation of this ordinance,
was atlirrued. It i* understood that the rail¬
road company will take measures to carry
the case before the Supreme Court of the
United States. Judge Moneure did not sit
in this case, and Judge Staples delivered a

dissenting opinion.

Aflcr some rouiine business it was an¬
nounced that Dr. Thomas was still too un¬
well to attend the meeting, and the pro*
gramme was so far changed as to omit bis
address .and have the subject assigned him
opetoed for general discussion by Rev. J. T.
Kincannon, of Bristol.
THE STlT>y OF TDK BIBLE THE PRACTICAL NEED

OF OCR PEOPLE

was announced as the question before the
Convention, and llr. Kincannon opened the
discussion in an earnest and every way ad¬
mirable address.

lie said that the Sunday school is the great
Bible school, and the need of Bible-study is
the great foundation-stone of our work. He
emphasized the importance of the study of
the Scriptures, and insisted that many people
keep the Bible in their bouses very much as
the superstitious hang up horse-shoes to
keep the witches out. The great need is to
study as well as keep in the house the pre¬
cious Bible.
We might as well discuss the value of the

sun in the physical world as the absolute ne-
canity of the Bible in the spiritual world.
He showed the absolute need of Bible-study
by such considerations as these:
Man is blind (in absolute darkness), and

needs the Bible to enlighten him.
lie is deaf', and the Bible is the great ear-

trumpet. It is needed as the guidfaof youth,
the sustainer of the strong, and the stay and
support of old age.

Ministers often take for granted that the
people know more thin they really do, and
Bible-study is needed to give us more intel¬
ligent hearers. And, on the other hand, the
preacher? are frequently not as well posted
in the Scriptures as they outrht to br, and
the people need to study the Word of God in
order that they may be able to protect them¬
selves (rom the errors of the pulpit.
He gave some very amusing examples of

misinterpretations of Scripture by ministers,
and closed with an earnest and very (ff- ctive
appeal for the promotion of the study of
Gcd?s Word.
Rev. T. S. Dunnway protested against a

mere meelianieil reading of the Word of
<Jod, and insisted that we should discourage
the routine-leading of the Scriptures.
The question was further discussed by

Rev. J. Win. Jones, Colonel T. J. Evan*,
Rev. Dr. Curry, Rev. A. 11. Sands, J. B.

The Portsmouth Association reports 4<
churches with 4.1U1 members, 47 Sunday
schools, 3,G2G scholars, and 240 conversions.
The Docer Association reports 44 churches

wiili 0,*04 members, 47 Sunday school" (30
of which are in session all the year), 0,191
scholars, and 309 baptisms.
The Rappahannock Association reports

45 cburcnes with 0.5J30 members, 07 Sun¬
day school*, 4,213 scholars, and 204 bnp*
tisius. The speaker regarded tbe efficiency
of the Rappahannock Association as largely
due to their District Superintendent (tiev.
George II. Northam).
He then passed to a detailed exhibit or the

Baptist Sunday-school statistics of all of the
other Associations and counts of the State,
showing a lumcutable sta:e of things in ccr-
tuin >cctions, and thru gave the following
summary of the condition of the Ji(ij>t'sl
Sunday schools of Virginia ('is gatbere d from
the minutes of the Associations, which he
said he knew were not full):
Twenty district association*, 029 churches,

419 Sunday schools. Two hundred aud li:ty-
six churches fail [orrcport schools, although
it is known that many of these have schools.
Of thou 250 delinquents, only 11 are among
tbe churches of the Tidewater Association,
78 are in Southside Virginia, 70 in South¬
west Virginia, ami in Piedmont Virginia
and the Valley. 29,2S5 Sunday-school schol¬
ars and 1,117 conversions during tbe year are
reported.
The speaker deduced from these statistics

Answer, lie should be requested to re¬

sign his position or bis business, and if be
re(uses let the school teuder him his resigna¬
tion.

3. Ought the oflieers of a Sunday-school to
be appointed by the church or by the
school?
Answer. If the school is just orgau'zing it

will be well tor the cbutch to appoiut ; but
after that the church should not interfere.

4. Should the colored people be encour¬

aged and assisted in their Sunday-school
work ?
Answer. By all means.
5. What shall a teacher do with a scholar

that is disagreeable to the balance of the
class ?
Answer. He would invite the boy to bis

bouse. He would treat him to a paper of
candy, ice-cream, strawberries, &c., take him
to the country, loan him his join, and do
everything in bis power to win him over to
be disagreeable uo longer. He felt confident
that this course would succeed ; but if it
failed, then he would ask the superintendent
to gice him to some one else.

6. Ought a teacher to visit the scholars of
his class at their homes ?
Answer. By all means. The teacher who

neglects this is as certain to fail as tbe pas¬
tor who neglects pastoral visiting.

Dr. Hatcher was in one of his happiest
veins, and his answers to the questions and
comments thereon were very witty, striking,
and practical.

After a statement by J. T. Ellyson, cor¬

responding secretary of the Education Board,
us to tbe condition and wants of that Board,
and some remarks and announcements by
other delegates, the Convention adjourned
with prayer by Dr. C. It. Dickinson.

Afternoon Se«sion.

After the singing of several Sunday-scbool
songs, very admirably rendered by the Pine-
Street Sunday school, and prayer by J. B.
Taylor, the order of the evening was an¬

nounced to be " The Sunday School as a De¬
nominational AqenU'* By Judge W. B.
Barksdale, of Halifax county.
Judge Barksdale limt defined the relation

ftf the Sunday gphooi to the church, and then

insisted that the peculiar tenets of tbe de¬
nomination ougbt to be taught. Otber de¬
nominations do not fail to inculcate their pe¬
culiar view?, and' Baptists should by all
means teach the children tbe truth.the
whole truth.as they hold it.
There was a time when there was "one

Lord, one faitb, and one baptism " ; and if it
was then a duty to teach the whole Bible it
surely is no less so now that others b^ve de¬
parted (as iye hold) from " the rold Datbs."
Tbe value of this denominational mining is
not confine&tertbe children, but is needed
for adults as well. The young converts need
to be indoctrinated, and alineed to be tauabt
and confirmed in tbe wbole trutn of God's
Word tbose things in wbicb we ngree with
others, and those points on wbicb we differ
with tbem as well. These points were ably
and clearly set forth in an admirably-written
paper. .

Rev. I.B.Lake opened tbe general discus¬
sion by remarking that if a denomination
bad any right to exist at all it bad tbe right,
and was imperatively called on. to dissemi¬
nate its peculiar views. Accession of num¬
bers to tbe churches is very important, and
tbe great object sbould first be to lead tbe
children to Jesus. But next in importance
to this is the training of tbese young con¬
verts, the teaching them tbe whole truth,
and tbe bringing of them to be intelligent,
aciive church-member?.
He spoke of the power of Sunday schools

in raising up new churches, and gave the
following slatistics of tbe Baptist Sunday
schools in the United States : Schools, 9.233;
teachers, 80,495; scholars, G3C, 15*2 .making
our Baptist Sunday-school army number
716,647.
He spoke of the economy of tbe Sunday

school as a denominatiounl ageccy. But
denominational power implies an increase
ot' life as well as of members. Indeed, tbe
speaker regarded this last point as of more
importance than tbe first, and proceeded to
show tbe value of the Sunday school in pro¬
moting this. Tbe rouirh stone from the
granite bed must be dressed and polished,
and then placed in tbe beautiful building ;
and so the young convert mu-t be polished
for the temple of the Lord.

It seemed to tbe speaker that the indepen¬
dent character of tbe B.iptist churches espe¬
cially demands tbe training of its numbers
in the " unity of the faitb."
He believed in doctrinal preaching, and

doctrinal teaching also.
He repudiated the idea that in order to

preach true doctrine oue must attack others,
lie would preach the truth as Baptists hold
it without attacking anv one else, lie would
always do It courteou-ly and kindly, but he
would do it fully and fearlessly. And he
would carry the same principle into the Sun-
day school. ;

After singing by the Pine-Street school
the discussion was re«uoied by Rev. A.C.
Bjrron, who spoke of the popular idea that
these doctrines are dry and uninteresting
and insisted that by a skilful use of the In¬
ures of the Scriptures they may be made both
interesting and profi.abJe.

position, aud earnestly enforced if.
After another song by the Pine-Street

school, Rev. R. Jones said that the peculiar

quarrel because they differ.

lhe subject was further discussed bv
Messrs. Scott. Rev. G. Gray, and Rev. Dr. C'.
Manly (who desired to repudiate the idea that
teaching our peculiar tenets involves any
quarrelling with others).

and introduced Rev. Dr. Hatcher a? the con¬
ductor of the exercises.
Dr. II itcher said that while tbc great work

is to bring the children to Jesus there is
something beyond. They should be put to
work for Jesus, aud these Sunday school
missionary societies atl'jrd the means of di¬
recting these efforts of the children. This
idea has been to some extent understood, but
it needs to Uepushed. The children may raise
in the aggregate large sums of mouey.
They will give a good deal themselves, and
they are tuc best collecting agents to be
found. They can also have entertainments
which will attract large crowds, and induce
the people to contribute liberallv. Tuey
can also instruct the people ; aud if they do
borrow their speeches it is nothing urofe than
some others do.
They may hit at popular errors and vices

which tbe preacher cannot properly charac¬
terize from the pulpit.
As to tbe organization of these societies,

he would have them composed not ouly of
children, but of the older ones as well. Tbe
meetings should be separate from the regu¬
lar Sunday-school hour. He suggested Sun¬
day afternoon in town, and just after the
Sunday-school hour in the country, lie
would have the dues small, so that all might
regularly meet them, but would encourage
them to give more as they were able.
He would make these meetings entertain¬

ing, and by way of illustrating his 'method
he proposed to introduce u programme
which .some of his bojs would carry out.
These points Dr. Hatcher elaborated into a

very pointed, witty, and effective speech.

Joan of Arc. Miss Dickinson's His-
tokical Sketch.. Whatever may be the
shortcomings of Anna Dickinson in other re¬
spects, she is entitled U rank foremost
aiaong.tfce great orators of the present cen¬
tury. There is no gainsaying this fact. It
is, however, a novel sight for a worn in to
appear before u southern audience as a lec¬
turer; and perhaps this fac', inseid of at¬
tracting an immense gathering to hear her,
tended to keep our people away. But those
who denied themselves such a feast upon
such a flimsy reason must live only to regret
it when they come to realiz; tho truth ot
what will be told this morning and hear the
verdict of her last nights audience; and
for the sake of those who did not hear her
tirst .lecture it Is to be regretted that Jeau
D'Arc is not to be repeated to-night.

It would possibly be nearer the fact were
we to say that Miss Dickinson Is not a lectu¬
rer, but an actress. a powerful, fascinating
actress, who dramatizes her thrilling word-,
and with a touching pathc8 acts out the sim¬
ply touching story of .Jean D'Arc with a

power such as has utver been witnessed in
the South before. She brings before her
hearers the scenes and incidents of luur hun¬
dred years ago with an earnestness and a ma¬
gical control that is beyond our power to de¬
scribe. To say that she holds her audience
spell-bound would not .faithfully represent
the truth. She chains every li-tener, moves
every heart, and bring* tears to ejes that
would scorn to weep upon occasions cf more
solemn import.

She tells the story of the faithful peasant
girl from her birth to her death so eloquent¬
ly and grandly that ooe would imagine they
were listening to the history of a great chief¬
tain whose purity, gallant dceiis, courageous
